LIFE AMONG THE LOGS, 


SJio Work of loc-Drlvon Sn tlio Luinboi 


Camps of tho Norttnvust. 


There Is no piesawork about lumbering, 


cays tho St. Paul Glotc. 
Each log, from 


the day that it strikes the earth in tho 
pineries until It is laid on the Dakota 
prairies for building purposes, mores in B 
fixed course. But it Is not tho log, but the 
log-cutter and log-drirer that form tho 
rarest objects of interest in lumbering. A 
giant pine, sobbing and sighing before its 
ignominious tumble, is to bo looked at, 
but not halt as quickly nor so long as » 
"driver" threading his way over a jam 
or guiding tho drive down to tho booms. 
From Chippowt, Foils hi Wisconsin to 
Brainord and Frozen City in this Stale, 
tho genus homo known as log-drivers arc 
very numerous. Living in camps o£ their 
own most of tho yoar, seeking tho small 
cities only in a short season of rest, inured 
to every exposure, bronzed by tho voath- j 
er, rendered indifferent by tho dangers ; 
they have incurred, they bccoraa peculiar- j 
ly distinguished from other mon. 
j 


A log-driver on a drunk is not .1 team- j 


ster or a railroader on a rh-uil: by any | 
means. His homo, when in service, is un- | 
dor a tent or in dog.huts arranged in th6 j 
clearing adjacent to his field of labor. 
Each cainp has its own arrangements, but 
as a rule, in tho Northwest, permanent 
structures aro not erected for shelter. At 
Wilson, the 
company owns all of the 


houses, tho grocery and 
other supply 


stores, nnd rent their men thoir homos 
nnd sell them thoir needed supplies. At 
.Clear Lake there is a much similar sys- 
tem, but both of these towns lie in the 
heart of great forests. 
Where long drives 


must bo had, as from tho upper Brainerd 
country to Minneapolis, or ir.to Taylor's 
Falls, or down tho Chippowo to Eu Claire, 
tho camp at the head oC tho work Is a 
rudely constructed concern, meant only 
for shelter, uot comfort. Yonr true lum- 
berman doesn't care. 
Ho desires more 


that tho calks in his boot-solos should be 
sharp than his bod soft. 


Those calks, half an Inch long and in 


number from ton to one hundred, give on 
identity to tho Imprint of a log-driver's 
foot that can not bo mistaken. In wander- 
ing promiscuously ovpr a ('hervd-and-tailj) 
Jam, ho finds his cork lifo-prcsorvers, now 
not at the waist, but on tho hools. The 
manner in which a lop iu a jam can form 
a "lock" and, being Mio key to tho com- 
bination, hold in apparently inoxtrieablo 
confusion thousands of other logs is one of 
tho mysteries of lumbering. Twenty-live 
million foot ot logs in one jam at Taylor's 
Falls, and a baby attachment a little fur- 
ther up the stream of five million foot. It 
is a sight that people go miles to see—this 
barricade of timber, built 0:1 tho surface 
of a groat stream, defying man, and with 
grinding, groaning and many a moan, 
writhing in boandeit rage against Its own 
work. It is a terrific sight—a mystery. 
The "breaking" OH a jam, which moans 
simply its end, is apparently an horculoan 
task, although accomplished by a single 
man, who, if successful, dies in his tracks, 
killed by tho logs ho has freed, or escapes 
by only a foarful raco against time across 
the stream to land and safety. 


Tho chances those drivers will take at 


such moments aro incredible if not wit- 
nessed. Their clumsy hulks become tha 
bodies of sprites, who leap from floating 
log to log with tho touch o£ an antolopo 
that spurns without pressing. As tho logs 
break loosa and tho great mass begins to 
move, tho crunching and grinding that on- 
suos is like thuragings of a giant loosen- 
ing his bonds. A log driver needs loss in- 
struments of war than any other soldier 
ol labor. 
Givo him a pick-pole, which ia 


nothing more nor less than a guidd-statl, 
iron-shod and cant-dog and ho is equip- 
ped, if exception is made to tho blasting- 
powder sometimes, in emergencies. Tho 
cant-dog, or hook, is useful under nearly 
all tho circumstances of lumbering. To 
pull, twist or turn it is about as handy as 
any thing that can bo imaginuTl, and, In a 
free fight, a weapon to be Coarod. Tbo out- 
door lifo of these lumbermen brings to 
them a strength of limb phenomenal out- 
sido of thoir class. 


It is a vigorous, exciting life, with 


enough danger to keep tho oyes open. Or.e 
can not trip lightly over floating logs with- 
out long oxporionco. A ducking tnkon be- 
tween tho logs is accompanied by other 
dangers sufficiently hazardous. Tho sorting 
oC logs necessitates this dolicnto font in 
walking. To a log-roller cork shod it is 
but so much sport, but an amateur would 
find it the toughest job ho over undertook. 
The principle of "sorting" is only es- 
tablishing ownership of tho logs afterthoy 
have reached tho end oC a drivo, and con- 
fusing a task o-s that may seem, it is gen- 
erally not a difficult one for experienced 
men to accomplish. Tho numerous sma.ll 
towns scattered along tho rivers of tho 
State nt tho present time rnmoves much 
of tho wlldness of a log-drive. 


The men havo loss hardships to bear and 


thoir food is better. But in camp bard 
food is tho rulo and fashion. Corn broad, 
pork, potatoes, tea and cofCeo, sirups, are 
nil substantial (or them. Cleanliness in 
tbo camp is hard to obtain, though much 
desired by tho bosses and tho men them- 
selves. One Or two scourges ot small-pox 
in somo ot the Northern camps have 
brought about a low sanitary changes. 
The men eat and sloop in common and hail 
with delight tho opening breakup and any 
evidence of high water. If tho SHOT' is 
scarce, hauling bad, and tbo rivers wore 
low in tho fall, tho griof of a genuine lum- 
berman is aflocting. 
Ho curses every 


sandbar, prays for rain, and hails a cloud 
with shouts of joy. 
Love water in tho up 


country rivers in tho spring moans dull 
times, no logs moving, and a shut-down of_ 
tho mills. 


High water has just an opposite mean* 


Ing. 
Tho drivo once madu up, tko streams 


u-booiuing and the men in trim, tho mov- 
ing of the ponderous mass is the last task 
undertaken. 
Two, three, four and Gvo 


miles in length, covering tbo entire sur- 
face ot tho river, and moving with groat 
deliberation, the drivo is an object of in- 
teresting study. 
Snatches ot song Goat 


out over tho air from tho drivers, tho 
scraping of a fiddle is heard, strange calls 
in tho dlaluct of the woods rssound, and 
many a hearty laugh rings out when soma 
one ge'ts a ducking. 
A drive may contain 


all the way from 3,003,000 to 75,160,000 Coot 
of lumber.
